HE 18 COOL AND IMPODENT IN COURT 


Cesario Declares That He Has Not 
Felt a Pang of Regret. 


JUDGE BREUILLAC QUESTIONS HIM, 


The Murderer Seems to Have Beena Mes- 
senger Who Carried News to and 
fro Between the Anarchists, 


Lyons, August 2—The trial of Santo 
Caserio for the murder of President Carnot 
began this morning. He is a mild-faced, 
common-place youth. His complexion is 
fair, and there is a faint suspicion of down 
upon hig upper lip. Although his appear- 
ance is effeminate and the remark of one 
of the spectators that he “looks as though 
he would not hurt a fiy,"’ pretty accurately 
describes him. _ 

The prisoner had already taken his seat 
when Judge Breuillac told him to stand 


smiled again, and it seemed di:ficult to 
realize that sueh a mild-mannered boy was 
the assassin of the chief magistrate of 
the French republic. 

After the opening formalities of the trial, 
including the appointment vf an iuterp”e- 
ter, the prisoner was qUestioned by the 
judge. His christian name, he said, was 
Santo Geronimo. He was »orn in Nouvem- 
ber, 1873 ,and his father was fearryman. 

Coming to the question of the prisuner’s 
responsibility, the judge said: 

“It is an important point whether ycu are 
responsible or not.” 

Caserio replied, in a firm voice: ‘Ys, ir, 
I am absolutely responsible.” 

Later the judge said: ‘‘Your mother wor- 
shiped you and gave you all the advan- 
tages she possibly could. She sent you to 
school, where you never won a prize.” 

“Never once,”’ answered Caserio, laugh- 
ing with genuine gayety. 

The aplomb of the prisoner excited ex- 
pressions of surprise on all sides, nothing 
to equal it having ever been witnessed here. 
In reference to his having been sent to 
school, he added: 

“If I had been a better scholar, I would 
have been a better man.” 

A few minutes later being asked about 
his choir-boy days, when he represented 
John the Baptist in church processions, he 
said: 

Attended Revolutionary Lectures. 

“I was a child then, and children, you 
know, unwittingly act stupidly.” 

The judge then discussed Caserio’s pres- 
ence at the revolutionary lectures of Sig- 
nor Gori, a lawyer, in Milan, in spite of 
the expostulations of his family, whereup- 
on, Caserio exclaimed: 

“Humanity is greater than family.”’ 

He was asked whether he did or not act 
as a courier between the anarchists of 
France and Italy, after the Italian an- 
archist journal, Amici De Popolo, had been 
supressed, and Caserto answeréd: 

“The police do their work; I do mine. I 
have nothing to say more than they (the 
police) taxed communications between vari- 
ous anarchists systematically.”

The Bloody Dagger. 

There was a profound § sensation in the 
courtroom when Assistant Registrar Me- 
thuir removed the covering from a dagger 
and handed it to the judge. The weapon 
was still stained with the blood of ihe 
murdered president, and the magistrate 
held it up. A thrill of horrow ran through 
the assemblage. 

“Is this the one you brought from Cette?’

Describes the Assassination. 

Through the interpreter, Caserio minute- 
ly detajled his journey from Cette to Ly- 
ons, the jury following him attentively as 
he narrated his peregrinations in Lyons un- 
til he arrived outside the credit Lyonnais:

How Wellman’s Boat Was Crushed

Chicago, August 2.—A cablegram was re-

Nashville, Tenn., August 2.—(Special.)— 
An election was held in Tennessee today 
for five justices of the supreme court and 
judges of the criminal, chancery and 
circuit courts ‘and all county officials, «us 
well as members of the county court. The 
vote polled was gencrally light and the 
returns are unusually slow in coming in. 
This is owing to the large number of 
names on the tickets in the large counties, 
where the Australian ballot law applies. 
The returns will not be completed before 
tomorrow. In Nashville, for instance, the 
official ballot was forty inches long and 
contained 147 names, fifty-seven of whica 
were to be voted for, forty of them being 
magistrates. 

At 11 o’clock tonight incomplete returns 
had been received from less than twenty 
counties of middle and west Tennessce, 
and they showed a large falling off in the 
votes polled and in democratic majorities. 
If the light vote holds good throughout 
the state, as it probabiy will, the cemo- 
cratic candidates for the supreme bench 
will be elected by probably 15,000 majority. 

The republicans and populists compined 
on a ticket opposing the democratic ticket.

He concludes from this—if his 
reasoning faculties are not benumbed— 
that the value of gold, as compared 
with. the product of his labor, has in- 
creased at a tremendous rate; aud he 
is justified in this conclusion by the 
fact that the rate of increase holds good 
whether he brings cotton, wheat, corn 
or oats to market. He finds, also, that 
the value of his cattle, his horses and 
his lands has declined as compared with 
the value of money. 

But if the debt-paying power of silver, 
which it possessed from the beginning 
of the government down to the day 
when John Sherman and a few republi- 
can conspirators caused it to be demon- 
etized, there would be no hard times 
and no starvation prices. The people 
would be prosperous and contented even 
if every dolar of gold should take 
wings and disappear. 


Concerning Tariff Averages. 

Comparatively few people lave a clear 
idea of the difference in the tariff aver- 
ages of the McKinley law, the ,Wilson 
bill and the Gorman Dill. 

The McKinley tariff does not average 
GO per cent, as has been charged, but 
49.18 per cent, which is a heavy tax, 
taking 50 cents out of a workingman’s 
pocket every time he purchases a dol- 
lar’s worth of goods. This tax is clear- 
ly in the interest of a few monopolies 
and trusts, and according to a supreme 
court devision is robbery because it is 
not a tariff for revenue. 

Now, let us see what the average is 
under the Gorman senate bill. The 
experts figure it out 3868 _ per 
per cent, or 3.17 per cent high- 
er than the Wilson house Dill, 
which has an average of 35.51 per cent. 
The democratic tariff of 1846 averaged 
only 25 per cent, and a few years later 
it was reduced to 19 per cent. We: had 
general prsoperity under these low 
tariffs, and Heury Clay thought it fea- 
sible to have a permanent tariff average 
of 20 per cent. 

The Wilmington Messenger in a care- 
ful review of these different tariffs says: 


The senate’s increase over the house bill 
is mainly on sugar—the poor man’s sugar. 
The increase on all the other schedules ag- 
gregates but $11,000,000. The experts tell us 
that in the senate bill the change in the 
percentages of duties to the value of the 
goods is not very marked, except in the 
case of sugar, cottons, manufactures of 
flax and hemp, and woolens, reaching 14 
per cent on tobacco, 5 per cent on cottons, 
10 per eent on manufactures of flax and 
hemp, and 9 per cent on woolens. 

So under the Gorman protection bill you 
will pay tens of millions of dollars more 
on sugar than under the house bill; you will 
pay a decided advance on cotton goods and 


flax and hemp goods, and upon all woolens, 
including clothing, blankets, carpets, etc, 
You will also pay & per cent tax’on cuffs 
and collars, for the benefit of, twenty-one 
manufacturers living at .roy, N. Y. 

In addition to the tariff revenues the sen- 
ate bill will get $2,000,000 additional tax on 
the increase upon spirits; $3,000,000 from the 
income tax, and $3,000,000 from gamblHng 
cards over the McKinley law. We give the 
two tables of the experts’ reports:

Secretary Carlisie’s estimate of expen- 
ditures during the fiscal year 1895, which 
began on July Ist, was $448,306,789, and it has 
since been ascertained that his estimate 
for pensions was $20,000,000 in excess of what 
the actual expenditure is likely to be. This 
would indicate a surplus of $14,000,000 under 
the house bill, and $68,000,000 under the sen- 
ate bill. 

So we are threatened with a surplus 
under hoth- bills. But averages are 
sometimes misleading. The McKinley 
tax is heaviest on the common gaods 
used by the masses, and lightest on the 
fine goods consumed by the rich. The 
articles used by the poor are taxed 
from 100 to 150 per cent and even 
higher. The Gorman Dill retains a 
higher tax on a large. variety of house- 
hold goods and the tax on sugar will 
take from $40,000,000 to $48,000,000 a 
year from the pockets of the people for 
the benefit of the sugar trust. 

These comparative figures make it 
plain that democratic tariff reform to- 
day is not what it was fifty years ago. 
We are not likely to get anything like 
a tariff for revenue, but the fight should 
go on just the same. We are not going 
to get a satisfactory measure, but if 
we can take even a step in the direc- 
tion of genuine reform we should be 
thankful. It will be something to get 
a tariff that is a shade better than the 
McKinley law, whether it comes in the 
shape of the house bill or the senate 
bill. ‘

The fall outlook grows brighter every 
day. The wholesale houses north and 
west report unusually fine southern 
business for this time of year, and they 
feel confident that they will have a 
big southern fall trade, _ 

Despite low prices, a large cotton crop 
this season will bring into the south 
an immense volume of money which 
cannot fail to immediately improve a 
situation that is now relatively better 
than that of other sections. 

Besides cotton, the south has a big 
wheat crop this year, and the corn 
yield is tremendous, while in ‘the west 
that crop is largely a failure on account 
of the burning droughts. The only 
southern region afflicted by a drought 
is the Rio Grande valley in Texas, 
where the farmers have had seven bad 
crop years, the three last being total 
failures. The people of several coun- 
ties in this valley are so destitute that 
the railroads are carrying contributions 
of food and clothing to them free of 
charge. With the exception of this one 
locality, however, the entire south has 
enjoyed splendid crop-making weather, 
and the industrious husbandman may 
now confidently expect his reward. 

We have been disappointed in much 
of the legislation that was-needed for 
the relief of our  people—legisiation 
which was solemnly pledged by the 
democratic platform—but our industry, 
economy and abundant. crops will coun- 
teract the evils resulting froth an op- 
pressive financial and tariff policy.

No Hot Waves Here, 

In New York and in the east, and as 
far south as Washington, there is great 
complaint about the warm weather. In 
those unhappy regions, they have what 
the newspapers call hot waves, and the 
singular thing about it is that these hot 
Waves appear to roll in from the west, 
melting, and scorching, and blistering, 
and roasting everything in their way. 

A prominent Atlanta gentleman who 
happened to be in Washington a day 
or two ago, declares that he never be- 
fore had such an experience. The heat 
seemed to be an unnatural exhalation 
from the atmosphere, enveloping every- 
thing and everybody in its sweltering, 
stifling embrace. 

We have the same reports from the 
east—a hot wave almost unbearable. It 
is a little peculiar that while the sec- 
tions to the north and west of us should 
be visited by these extremes of heat and 
cold, Atlanta and the Piedmont region 
should escape these visitations. When 
the thermometer in this region goes 
down to 20 degrees, the oldest inhabi- 
tants get together and unanimously 
agree that it is. about the stiffest 
weather since the cold Friday in the 
thirties. when the mercury dropped to 
zero and the forest trtes exploded under 
the strain with reports that sounded 
like dynamite cartridges. On the other 
hand, when the thermometer registers 
90 or 95 degrees here, the oldest inhabi- 
tants get out their turkey-tail fans and 
vote that the weather is warmer than 
they have ever known it to be. 

The truth is that Atlanta never has 
any hot waves. We have warm weather, 
but in the mountain air of the Piedmont 
region it is umnagzompanied by the hu- 
midity that stifles the people of the 
northern and eastern cities. And yet, 
in the midst of their throes of suffoca- 
tion, we are told that the inhabitants of 
the hot wave belt find time in the midst 
of their sufferings to sympathize with 
the people of the south.

The general impression all over , 


world is that the Emperor William, of 
Germany, has the military craze and 


is longing for an epportunity to dis- 


play his military genius. 
This idea may be a mistaken one, if 


we are to believe the recently published 


account of the emperor’s interview with 
M. Jules Simon. As the story goes, 
William said to the French statesman 
that he had reflected much on the sub- 
ject, and had come to the conclusion 
that it is better to do good to men than 
to make them afraid. Simon remarked 
that the majority of his people were for 
peace, and this drew from the emperor 
the following apparently frank reply: 
Your army has worked and has made 
great progress. It is ready. If by some—at 
present apparently impossible—event it 
should find itself in the fleld against the 
German army, nobody could foretell the re- 
sults of battles. That is why I regard as 


‘a fool or as a criminal any one who seeks 


to push the two peoples into war. 
There is s0 much sound sense in these 


utterances that one feels disposed to 
accept them as a sincere expression of 
opinion. The man who would provoke 
an unnecessary war between [France 
and Germany is undoubtedly, as Wil- 
liam phrases it, a fool or a criminal, 
and it is also an accepted rule of action 
among enlightened Christians that it 
is better to do good to men than to 
coerce them by exciting their fears. 

Unfortunately, there is little confi- 
dence to be placed in the fine talk of 
princes and rulers. They are, some- 
times loudest in their professions of 
peace when they are planning destruc- 
tion and slaughter, and it is hard to 
reconcile the German sovereign’s talk 
with some of his war-like speeches in 
former years. If he now has a more 
serious appreciation of his great respon. 
sibilities, both Germany and France are 
to be congratulated. A war between 
the two countries would be a calamity 
to all Europe. 


Our South American Trade. 


A New York commission house writes 
to a Raleigh cotton manufacturer that 
there is considerable inquiry for textiles 
among the exporters to South America, 
and the growing demand for these 
goods in Spanish-America should be 
largely supplied by the products of the 
southern mills. 

Another exporter in New York writes 
to a North Carolina mill man ag follows: 

We have three men traveling in South 
America. They have not been there long, 
but it is already evident that there is the 
Opportunity to build up an extensive busi- 
ness down there. We intend to keep up our 
efforts and expect to find an outlet for large 
quantities of goods in the export trade to 
the south of the equator. There are many 
goods made in the southern states that will 
just fit this South American trade, and our 
southern friends seem to take more inter- 
est In this subject and to be more willing 
to meet the requirements as to kinds of 
packages and styles of goods that are suit- 
able than the manufacturers of New Eng- 
land are. 

This is very encouraging and is di- 
rectly in line with all that we have 
said for some years past in regard to 
the extension of our trade with the 
countries south of us. Already several 
large manufacturers in North Carolina 


are preparing to reach out for their. 


share of the South American trade, and 
it is to be hoped that the mill men all 
over the south will follow their example. 
The Spanish-American countries spend 
$1,100,000,000 every year for imported 
goods, and of this amount the United 
States does not get more than one-fifth. 

Our first organized effort to secure 
this trade will be made through our 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion, and it is safe to say that the New 
York exporters, as well as our southern 
producers and manufacturers, will 
gladly take advantage of the opportu- 
nity to meet their prospective foreign 
customers who will visit Atlanta in 
force next year. After the exposition 
the American exporters who send their 
deummers into ‘SpanishyAmerica will 
find that they will be more cordially 
welcomed and liberally patronized than 
is the case at present. The exposition 
will introduce the buyers and sellers, 
the manufacturers, the producers and 
consumers of the countries taking part 
in the reunion, and a better understand- 
ing and more intimate trade relations 
will naturally be the result. 

Everything is working in favor of the 
exposition, and it will now go forward 
with a rush.

Any mush- 
room or toadstool, therefore, whose stem 
is thus set in a socket, or which has any 
suggestion of such a socket, should be 
labeled ‘poison’; for, though some of the 
species having this cup are edible, from 
the popular point of view it is wiser, and 
certainly safer, to condemn the entire 
group. But the cup must be sought for.’’ 


It is said that the tea growling Industry 
is “likely to assume large proportions and 
to be a valuable addition to the sources 
of revenue in South Carolina. The Sum- 
mervilla plantation, under the charge of a 
Mr. Jackson, an expert tea grower from 
Assam, is going into the buisness on a com- 
mercial scale. Mr. Jackson says he can 
raise tea in South Carolina with negro 
labor cheaper than it can be raised in 
Assam with coolie labor, as the negroes 
are mtrch more reliable. Some of the 
tea raised on that plantation last year 
sold on its merits as high as $1 a pound, 
which shows that the product is of a 
first-class quality. The state agricultural 
college is ttying to spread among. the 
planters information out tea culture 
and to interest them in the crop. The 
New Orleans Picayune has on a previous 
occasion ca:Jed attention to this crop as 
one that could be raised with profit on 
the gulf coast. Any doubter can have 
his doubts set at rest by going to Ocean 
Springs and inspecting the luxurious plants 
growing on the place of Captain June 
Poitevent.

language. ‘ine report of the committee 
on\ jurisprudence and law. reform 
was one that gave food for 


thought. The chairman of this committee 
was Judge George Hillyer, and the report 
was discussed by several members. in 
straightforward and fearless fashion. 

The smyposium on our judicial system, 


Mert is defective; if so, wherein,” brought 


out a number of good papers. Judge W. 
T. Turnbull, of Rome; Judge J. L. Sweat, 
of Brurswick, and Judge B. B. Bowers, of 
Bainbridge, were all ready ‘with splendid 
efforts that dealt with the subject in a full 
and comprehensive manner. , 

The report of the committee on judicial 
administration, Which was read by Hon. 
W.-H. Fleming, 2voked much favorable 
comment. It Was an exhaustive report.

The reports and papers on the second day 
were none the less interesting, and the 
discussions were certainly more numerous. 

The symposium on the insolvent traders’ 
act was one that developed entertaining 
and able papers. The first read was that of 
Hon. Francis D. Peabody, of Columbus. 
His was an elaborate disquisition on this 
subject, and he went into the very basic 
principles of the law, followed up its 
changes and evolutions. His suggestions as 
to remedies were well-received. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond's paper was one 

that indicated an experience with the ef- 
fects of the insolvent traders’ law, and his 
concluding sentiments proved conclusively 
that he was against it. He thought that it 
should -be abolished entirely. Frank H. 
Miller’s suggestions were splerdid ones, and 
as the lines of all three papers differed, 
several discussions were precipitated. 
‘ Of especial statistical value Was the 
report of the committee on the condition of 
the supreme court. The figures were fault- 
lessly arranged and the comparisons served 
to show the real condition of affairs with- 
out the necessity of elaborate argument. 
The members “were very much impressed 
with the report. 

The symposium on “Woman at the Geor- 
gia Bar,’’ evoked several speeches and 
some exceedingly warm discussions. The 
majority of the speakers were in favor of 
throwing the bar open to women if they 
desired to enter the profession.

A Sketch of the Nobie-Hearted Young Man 
W bose Sad Death Ocourred Yester- , 
day—Tce Funeral Arrangements.

The funeral of Mr. Quintard Peters will 
occur from St. Philip’s cathedral tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

It was first decided to hold the services 
this afternoon, but Om account of the in- 
ability of relatives and friends of the family 
to reach the city in time it was finally de- 
cided to postpone the services until tomor- 
row morning. 

The funeral services willbe conducted by 
Rev. A. W. Knight, assisted by Bishop 
Quirztard, of the Episcopal church, one of 
the most eminent divines of the country. 

Mr. Peters was named for the bishop, 
and his young life, full of hope and promise, 
imparted no stain to the honor which he 
thus derived. 

Mr. Peters’s illness was along on: and he 
suffered a great deal. Before his death he 
was told that he could not recover and the 
fortitude with which he bore the announce- 
ment was -something remarkable. There 
was not a single tremor and he bore up 
under the knowledge of his impending death 
with a lofty courage. 

It was a touching scene at his bedside 
when he died. The end had been expected 
and was no surprise, and the anxious watch- 
ers by his bedside observed that he was 
murmuring the Lord’s prayer when death 
came. 

Mr. Peters was born July 16, 1866. His 
father, Mr. Richard Peters, was one of At- 
lanta’s earliest settlers and the home which 
he built before the war is yet standing on 
Mitchell street. . 

The entire life of Mr. Peters, with the 
exception of his school days, was spent in 
this city. He was given the advantages of 
a liberal education and received his train- 
ing from one of the leading institutions of 
Boston. It was during his college career 
that he experienced the change of heart 
which made him join the church, and while 
in Boston he was confirmed at old Trinity 
church of which the late lamented Bishop 
Phillips, Brooks was rector. He was con- 
firmed by Bishop Paddock. Bishop Brooks 
was a great friend of the young man, and 
took a great interest in him. 

For several years Mr. Peters has been 
associated with his brother, Mr. E. C. 
Peters, in the real estate business in this 
city. He was a young man of shrewd busi- 
ness aptitude and financial sagacity. No 
young man was more sincerely or universal- 
ly beloved; and all that may be said of him 
is golden.

Baltimore, August 2.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record, in its weekly review of the business 
conditions of the south, says: 

‘The railroad situation in the south shows 
improvement, and the reorganization and 
consolidation of many lines into one strong 
combination, backed by the strongest finan- 
cial interests in the country, is generally 
regarded as likely to result in great good 
to the whole south. No new lines of any 
great extent are being undertaken, but a 
number of strong lines as branch roads or 
connecting links are being pushed.

The tendency of im- 
migration to the south from other sections 
is becoming more pronounced, and one rail- 
roan alone is receiving an average of 250 let- 
ters a day from northern and western 
people asking for information about the 
south, while letters to The Manufacturers’ 
Record and Southern States Magazine show 
that even as far west as California many 
people are getting ready to move to the 
south. J. E. Lockwood, of the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott.-and Memphis railroad, 
writing from Kansas City to The Southern 
States Magazine, says indications of a 
large emigration from the west to the 
south and southwest are becoming plainer 
every day.

Wail Street and taioan Depot. 

“TI am in conference with counsel of the 
Central Railroai and Banking Company 
respecting vhe rights and claims of that 
company in and to the union depot in At- 
lanta. 1 am aise in communication with 
counsel for the city of Atlanta concerning 
the occupation of the state’s right of way 
for Wall street..

“T have had the engineer for the state, 
in connection with the resident engineer of 
the lessee company, to go over the line 
of the road for the purpose of ascertaining 
the status and making report of sail en- 
croachments heretofore reported, as well 
as such other encroachments as mignt be 
found. This report has been made ic me. 
The matters involved are now veceiving 
my attention, and will be fully repworied 
when disposed of. 

Properties recommended to Be Sald. 

“Some time since I submitted to your ex- 
céllency a list of properties belonging to 
the Western andAtlantic railroad,which ap- 
parently were not necessary for railroud 
purposes, and which I recommended should 
be sold in conformity with the acts ot 
the resolution or the genera! assembly, ap- 
proved September 26, 1891. This resolution 
requires that the written consent of the 
lessee company to such sale be first had. 
Pursuant to an order of yvur excellency 
in this behalf, I am now in communica- 
tion with the president of the lessee conm- 
pany respecting the matter.’’ 

These are not all the clainis asserted 
in the report in behalf of the state.

The Southern Immieration Convention’ at 


Chattanooga—Other R-ilroad Mat- 
tera of Interest. | 


Mr. H. M. Comer, coreceiver for the Cen- 
tral railroad of Georgia, was in the city yes- 
terday for several hours. 

The Central will, in due season, undergo 
the change that many of the leading lines 
of the south are undergoing and through 
the salvation of the safe plans of reorgan- 
ization already fixed, be lifted out of the 


| mire of bankruptcy. 


“I am sure the plans will work to the 
interest of all parties concerned,” said Mr. 
Comer to The Constitution, “and the Cen- 
tral will be all right in the end. 


: 


“Mere is nothing to say about the plans’ 


for the reorganization further than what 
The Constitution has already said in its 
railroad columns. I can only say that we 


have about fixed the matter for the reorgan-. 


ization, and that in its own good time the 
Central will be straightened out. 

“This cannot be done in a hurry. It will 
take time, and it may be several months 
before it is finished. It is certain to be done, 
however, and it will be done for the best 
interests of the road and the people. It has 
been stated that the Central’s plans for re- 
organization had advanced to such a point 
as would make it possible for us to insert 
the advertisement of sale by the ist of Sep- 
tember. While I don’t think we can be ready 
to advertise it that early, I am inclined to 
think that we can certainly be ready very 
goon after the ist of September. The ad- 


vertisement will have to run several weeks, 


before the sale can take place and in this 
way I think it will be nearly Christmas 
before we can have the Central sold.” 
“Will the Central go into the great con- 
solidation of the Southern Railway Compa- 
ny?’ was asked. : 
“Whoever will own it the Southern Rail- 
way Company will ultimately own a majori- 


) ty of the stocks and in this way the Cen- 


tral will be under the Southern. But while 


this is true, it must be remembered that the. 


Central will be independently reorganized. 

“It is to be an independent, separate and 
distinct railroad company. Yet, it will be 
owned ultimately by the Southern railway 
people—that is to say, they will own a 
majority of the stock. The Central will 
thus be reorganized under quite a different 
plan from that which has carried the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia into the possession of 
the Southern.”’ 

When asked about the significance of his 
trip to Atlanta, Mr. Comer said: “Oh, I 
have just been here attending to some rou- 
tine work touching the interests of the 
company. I am about to leave for Opelika 
and will go from there to Montgomery, 
where I will attend to some little affairs 
and will go from there back to Savannah. 
It is just a little trip of minor business 
that Iam making over the road.”’ 


There will be a meeting of the stockholders ‘ 


and directors of the Western Railway of 
Alabama in Atlanta in September, and as 
there has been much said with respect to 
the probability of a change of management 
of this road, alleging that Mr. Comer would 
be behind it with the influence of the Cen- 
tral’s stock, the matter was called to his 
attention. 
He declined to talk about it. 


The Immigration Convention. 


The work of the railroad men at Augusta 
for the encouragement of southern immigra- 
tion has at last taken.a footing and will 
be pushed forward with speed and progress. 

Mr. 8S. H. Hardwick, of the Southern rail- 
way, returned yesterday from a trip to 
Chattanooga, where the executive commit- 
tee appointed by the Augusta convention, 
has been in session for the past two or 
three days. 

“A plan was arrived at,’’ said Mr. Hard- 
wick to The Constitution when esked abcut 
the work, “which I think will command the 
consideration of every railroad man in the 
south. It was decided to have a subcom- 
mittee go to work at once and wap out 
a definite purpose, and fix arrangements 
for the end in view and report their ylan 
to a mass meeting of representatives of 
the southern railroads to be held in the 
near future. 

“Governor Northen was made chairman 
of that committee which is to arcange the 
plan, and since he is so thoroughly inspired

COXEW’S APPEAL. 


Peffer Presents a Petition from the 
“Industrials.’’ 
Washington, August 2.—A petition was 
presented by Mr. Peffer from representa- 
tives of the ‘United States Industrial 
Army,” now encamped near Washington, 
asking for “immediate employment on pub- 
lic works at fair wages, or else for na- 
tional assistance to supply their own wants 
by co-operative industry,” and forwarding 
the draft of a bill to carry out their 
ideas. This bill requires the secretary of 
war*to inaugurate a system of public im- 
provements, at which employment shall 
be furnished to all citizens applying, at 
the minimum rate ef wages of $2 a day. 
The secretary of the treasury is to issue 
legal tender treasury notes to the amount 
of $25,000.00 and is to issue annually a 
sufficient amount to meet the require- 
ments of the bill. 
The petition and bill were referred to 
the committee on education and labor. 
The conference report ca the District of 
Columbia appropriation wus presented and 
agreed to. 
The house anti-option bill was reported 
by Mr. Washburn, from the comniittee on 
agriculture, and placed on the calendar— 
Mr. George, of Mississippi, dissenting from 
the report solely on What he regarded as 
the inadequacy of the measure to effect 
the intended reform. 
Mr. Gray, chairman of the select com- 
mittee on the sugar investigation, pre- 
sented a “unanimous report’’ with all che 
evidence taken; and asked that the cum- 
mittee be discharged from further action 
under the :é@solution appointing it. 
To this request Mr. Cuandier objected, 
and it went over for the present. 
Additional reports were tmade by Mr. 
Allen, ani by Mr. Lodge for himselt and 
Mr. Davis. 
The house bill to change the lines be- 
tween the eastern and western judicial 
districts of North Carvulina, and the fixing 
of the time for holding courts in the 
eastern district, Was taken frum the calen- 
dar and passed.

John A Imprisoned on 
a Ball Trover Proceeding, 


RELEASED ON A TECHNICAL ERROR 


The iNegro Had to Go to Jail Because He 
Couldn’t Pay for a Watch—W hat 
_ Sberiff Barnes Seid. 


After an imprisonment for three months, 
virtually for debt, John H. Williams, a 
negro, was released yesterday on a habeas 
corpus proceeding before Ordinary Cal- 
houn, 

The entire amount involved was 346, 
which was the alleged value of a gold 
watch sold by L. Snider, to the negro. 
The watch, as is often the custom, was 
sold to Williams on the installment plan. 
Failure to keep up with the installments 
resulted and a bail trover was taken out 
against the man and, as he claims the 
watch was taken by some one and he was 
unable to produce it. 

This inability to bring forward the watch 
on demand caused him to be thrust into 
jail there to remain, leaving his family to 
get along the best they could, and abso- 
lutely without means to secure his release 
save by the writ of habeas corpus which 
was £0 effective in this case. Assuming 


}that the negro’s story was true, he wa3 


placed in jail, at the county’s expense, to 
remain there. The waich was gone and he 
could not produce it. Having no money, he 
could not compromise the affuir with sni- 
der. In jail as he has Leen for over three 
months, he has had absolutely no oppor- 
tunity of getting the amount due on the 
watch. 

Another feature in this case was suggest- 
ed by a statement of a man who is in po- 
sition to know. He states that it is cus- 
tomary to require certain fees for the 
feeding and caring of the prisoner in all 
bail trover cases. This law, it would ap- 
pear, if it is law and not custom, is appa- 
rently not enforced. The amount required 
is 380 cents per day. In this especial in- 
stance it has not been paid and if paid 
will amount to $32.10, or nearly as much 
as the amount the negro was to pay for 
the watch. 

Sheriff Barnes thhad this to say in regard 
to the fees in bail trover cases: 

“I am not aware that there is any law 
requiring the payment of fees for prisoners 
sent to jail on bail trover actions. 1 do not 
think that it is a custom. 

“Nothing was said about the payment 
of this fee in court, and I don’t know 
whether Mr. Snider will pay me or not.” 

The negro was in jail 107 days on this 
bail trover, and was released for the rea- 
son that thére was some inaccuracy in 
one of the documents. 

The case of James Willie, who remained 
in jail on a bail trover action more than 
three months, created considerable com- 
ment and much adverse criticism. The 
circumstances in both cases are nearly the 
Same and the same man is plaintiff in 
the trover action. It is a matter of inter- 
est that a watch was mnVELyaR in both 
transactions. 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST
